New Delhi, the 30th July, 1964 

G.S.R. 1097^— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Defence of 
India Act, 1962 (61 of 1962), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Defence of India Rules, 1962 (published with the noti- 
fication of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs No- G.S.R. 1465, 
dated the 5th November, 1962), namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Defence of India (Tenth Amendment) Rules, 
1964. 

2. In rule 47 of the Defence of India Rules, 1962, after sub-rule (3A), the follow- 
ing sub-rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(3B) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Indian Patents and 
Designs Act, 19ll (Z of 1911), the Controller may, subject to such 
conditions, if any, as he thinks fit, extend the time for doing anything 
required to be done by or under that Act in relation to any applica- 
tion for the grant of patent in respect of which the Central Govern- 
ment has given any direction to the Controller under sub-rule (3A), 
whether or not such time has previously expired.".
